23, If 
there werefaue play above beard , ſo many Members of both 
Honlſes would not be ambitious of the trouble and clamour that 
attends Tazk-Maſters, Publicans, and ſuch finners as fit at the re- 
ccipt of Cuſtome, being no part of the buſineſle, for which the 
writ ſummons, or:the people.choole-or truſt them, and whereby 
they are diverted from the buſinefle .of the Houle : but would 
leave that imployment to-other men, who not having the chara- 
Rer and priviledge of Parliament upon them, will be lefle able to 
protect themſelves and their agents from giving publique accounts 
of their receipts and disburſements, and from putting affronts 

& delayes upon the Committee of Accompts,as (at is wel known) 
ſome of them have done. Laſtly,it is ſcandalous that the ſame men 
ſhould be-continucd fo long in their moncy imployments, becauſe 
Dutrnitas & ſolituds corrnmpunt Imperia ; and by long continu- 
ance and cxperience they grow ſo hardned , ſo cunning in their 
way,and ſo backed with dependencies, that it is almoſt. impoſtible 
to trace them, And although {when we look upon the many 
perſons imployed ) we cannot ſay there is /oltuds perſonarum ; 
yet when we conſider that by a long partnerſhip :in their imploy- 
ments they are allyed together jn one common.intereſt ; they are 
to be eſteemed but as one man, for a Corporation of men is but 
many men joyned together as one man, and with one.mind pur- 
ſuing one and the ſame end or intereſt. 

And though we have a generall Committee of Accompts, yet 
they were nominated by thoſe Members that-ought to give Ac- 
compts : and it mult needs be ſuſpitious -for an Accomprant tc

The (ityis their 
cheife foundation,with which they keepe a ſtrict correſpondencie, 
arid dayly communication of Conncells, Upon this confiderati- 
on, they have lately put the Parliament Parſe into theCities Poc- 
ket as aforeſaid ; fetled and inlarged the City Militia, Where. 
as all the Countryes of England(being more obnoxious to injuries 
then the Citie) ſuffer much for want of ſerling their Milicia ; the 
Parkament not trufting them with armes, ſo much as for their 
owne defence : An evident figne, there is a farther defigne then 
eisbanding this Army. And becauſe the Citie Militia, can only 
keepe inawe the adjacent South and Eaſt Counties of the King- 
dome ; therefore to ſupprefle the remoter parts, and inforce 
them to obedience, they keepe up ſome i»-la#4 Garriſons, and 
haveGenerall Poyntz. ſupernumerarie forces for the North. And in 
the Weſt (under colour of ſending. men for Ireland) they keepe 
upon free quarter no pop of the country,navy ſupernumerarie Re- 
giments and Troops, molt Cavaliers ; at leaſt tive timesas many as 
they really intend to tranſport. Theſe are alwayes going, but ne- 
ver gone: Like Saint George, alwayes inhis faddle, never on his

We mult faſt from publique ſpoiles, rapines ard, op- 
preſſion, and not drink the tears of the poore and needy. Shall 
we complaiae with the Prophet, That our Princes are. become 
Theeves ? that was heretofore our complaint, now we muſt in- 


vert-it, and cry,, Fhat our Theeyes {meane and baſe people) are 


become Princes, We are ſick, very ſick, intemperately ſick ; and 
God hath given us a Phyſitian in his wrath , a Leper as white as

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.we have not repented [with Nineveh. We weare, Silks and Vel-
